Se sailors in their slang classify 
the vessels of our navy. 

The honors in efficiency, gunnery 
and athletics go to the “happy 
ships,” whose crews are known for 
their team play, cheerfulness .and 
contentment, The “mad ships,” with 
crews. always at adds and ina 
snarl, often by their miserable dis- 
eontent justifying the name of “hell 
ships,” as the are frequently 
known, ever hold the record for 
missing the mark at target prac- 
tice and for desertions when in port. 

Every sailor kggws that the ship 


aboard have nothing te do with this 
difference in character and name. 
The difference comes not from these 
things, but from the state of mind 
of the different crews. And _ this 
state of mind, the thought in the 
heads of the crew, as all sailors 
know, comes from the man at the 
helm, the captain or officer in com- 
mand, “the old man,’’ as he is some- 
times called. 

A change of officers may trans- 
form a “happy ship” into a “mad 
ship,”’ or make a “happy ship” of a 
“mad ship.” 

And so it is with our lives. Every 
life is “happy” or.“mad,” or tend- 
ing to become the one or the other. 
The commander aboard determines 


this. 
God or Devil. 

The devil, “the father of lies,” of 
whom Jesus spoke, is not often 
mentioned these days. But no fact 
of science is better proven than is 
the presence in the world of the 
great spirit of evil. That spirit 
commands the “mad ship” lives, 
while God, the “Spirit of Truth,” 
holds the helm of the “happy ship” 
lives. 

Paul was speaking of these two 
great classes of people, into which | 
the whole world is divided, and the 
different powers dominating their 
lives, when he spoke of “the spirit 
that worketh in the children of dis 
obedience” in one place and in an 
other said: “It is God that worketh 
in you.”

“Mad ships,” too, most‘ always 
are the homes where such lives are 
found. : 

When the mark-missing life, on 
its way to wreck, is that of a 
father or mother, only a miracle 
can save the home from going 
down. Always missing the mark 
of happiness, however bright may 
be the lights and joyous the sounds 
of mirth abroad, the family is sink- 
ing. Love disappears. Friends ‘go. 
And the children leave to launch 
lives only too likely to sail the 
same wretched course, spreading in 
ever-widening circles the madness 
that has wrecked the home. 

The business or work dominated 
by such lives must also be number- 
ed among the fleet of “mad ships” 
sailing the sea of life. 

The ever recurring rows between 
capital and labor are most often 
merely the discontent breaking out 
in the crews, composed of both cap- 
ital and labor, aboard the _ ships. 
Poor workmanship, jack of produc 
tion, and men and women out of 
jobs, are 
neither more nor less the 
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little children hungry, 
than 
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_command.

upon mae6ses of men and women, and 
leads almost inevitably to war. 

“Therefore this meeting calls 
upon all Christian people to find in 
the failure of the old society a su-
